For  Discussion 
On  ‘Problems’ 

Delegates  to  the  Third  Regional 
Indian  Youth  Council,  registered 
as  of  Wednesday,  include  31  tribes 
from  14  states. 

Many  more  are  expected  to  reg- 
ister for  the  Thursday-Saturday 
convention  according  to  H.  H. 
Pattison,  president  of  the  Southl 
western  Assn,  on  Indian  Affairs. 
Formerly  this  association  was 
known  as  the  Mexico  Assn,  on  In- 
dian Affairs,  which,  for  37  years 
worked  on  problems  involving  the 
American  Indian. 

Discuss  Problems 
“In  all  our  discussions  of  In- 
dian problems,”  exclaimed  Patti- 
son, “we  always  come  back  to 
the  need  for  higher  education  as 
fundamental,  for  without  it  lead- 
ers cannot  be  developed  to  guide 
the  tribes  in  critical  days  ahead 
when  the  numerous  complex  prob- 
lems facing  the  Indian  people  will 
require  technical  knowledege  and 
professional  training  for  solu- 
tion. 

“In  order  to  arrest  the  widen- 
ing rift  between  the  generations 
and  gain  tribal  support  as  well  as 
interest  in  higher  education,  a 
special  effort  has  been  made  to 
attract  tribal  leaders  to  this  meet- 
ing, Pattison  said.

OUTMODED  RULE 

Outmoded  and  unrealistic  Skyline  Conference  rules  don’t 
allow  freshmen  to  compete  on  an  intercollegiate  basis  in  base- 
ball. 

It’s  time  that  the  Conference  realized  that  what  is  good  for 
football  and  basketball  is  also  good,  as  well  as  necessary,  for 
baseball.  Other  conferences  sanction  and  condone  intercollegiate 
competition  for  their  frosh,  and  why  not? 

This  type  of  competition  can  in  the  end  only  raise  the  stan- 
dard of  play  in  the  loop  and  make  college  baseball  in  the  Moun- 
tain States  Athletic  Conference  a more  attractive  proposition 
for  prospective  athletes. 

While  track  coach  Clarence  Robison  won’t  complain  over 
the  rule  because  it  allows  his  varsity-caliber  athletes  to  have 
four  years  of  competition  against  varsity.  Coach  Jay  Van  Noy 
would  like  nothing  better  than  to  be  able  to  schedule  other 
freshman  squads  to  give  his  boys  added  experience  for  future 
years. 

Since  all  the  schools  in  the  loop  have  informal  freshman 
teams  which  compete  against  their  own  varsities  and  play  un- 
official games,  official  sanction  would  hurt  none  of  the  schools. 

One  other  big  advantage  to  be  seen  is  that  the  frosh  will  be 
able  to  garner  a little  public  recognition  for  their  work  and  thus 
will  have  more  incentive  to  do  their  best. 

The  sharp  increase  in  interest  in  college  baseball  in  the 
area,  along  with  the  higher  quality  of  play  exhibited  in  the  past 
few  seasons  seems  reason  enough  to  re-evaluate  the  conference 
rule  and  its  meaning. 

GRID  REVIVAL 

Santa  Clara  University,  once  a “big-time”  football  competi- 
tor, has  decided  to  try  its  fortunes  on  the  gridiron  once  again. 
Football  has  been  absent  from  the  Bronco  campus  since  1953 
when  financial  pressure  forced  the  small  school  to  withdraw 
from  competition.
